TO THE SEA. 


TAE SEWER QUESTION AT LAST 
DECIDED, 


And the Outfall Will Be Built in Sec- 
tions of Four or Five Miles ata 
Time—Councilmen and Oitize&s in 
Conference. 


Yesterday morning the Council met in 
special session for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the sewer question and various propo- 
sitions to take care of sewage of Los An- 
les. A delegation from the Chamber of 
mmerce was present and was given 
seats inside the railing. 
President Kuhrts called the meeting to 
order and the roll was called, showing that 
the following members were present: 
Threlkeld, McNally, Wilson, Cohn, Shafer, 
Ford, Bosbyshell, Humphreys, Hanley, 
Earl, Sinsabaugh. 
The Clerk stated that he was in receipt of 
several communications on the sewer ques- 
tion, and on motion of Councilman Threl- 
keld they were ordered read. 
The first was from the Stowell Cement 
Pipe Works, and contained an (ler to lay 
a good and serviceable cement pipe of sufli- 
cient capacity to carry 1000 inches of sewer 
matter from the southwest part of the city, 
upon the Santa Monica Railroad, a distance 
ot 70,000 feet to the ocean, for the sum of 
$150,000. 

Reid & Co. made a supplemental proposi- 
tion to the effect that they would build an 
outfail sewer of any kina desired to a point 
about two miles south of the city, secure a 
right of way for the same, and purchase a 
piece of land sufficient for terminal pur- 
poses, and to secure from the owners for a 
term of years about 4000 acres of land, with 
an obligation to take all the sewage of the 
city, and to pay for the same at the rate of 
$2.50 per acre per season. The estimated 
cost of the sewer to be about $3.50per 
lineal foot. 

The Pacific Sewage Company also offered 
a new proposition, to the effect that the 
company, for the sum of $1, would build 
and construct to completion the entire sys- 
tem of sewers as detailed by Mr. Eaton, 
provided that an ordinance be passed com- 
pelling every residence and hotel and store 
to connect with the sewer, and another 
passed fixing the rates of rental per year, 
to be paid said company quarterly, 
for the disposal of .the sew mat- 
ter, at rates not to exceed cents 
— room. All business bouses, 

otels, livery stables and other places no; 
residences to have rates fixed hereafter by 
the Council and the Pacific Sewage Com- 
pany. All those who have already paid for 
sewers to pay no rental until the amount so 
paid be liquidated by rentals. Provided 
that the present system be turned over to 
the Pacific Company for a term of 50 years, 
with a right for the disposal of all sewage 
for the same term without any cost to the 
city of Los Angeles. The company also 


vision of the Board of Health and to turn 
the entire system over to the city at the ex- 
piration of 50 years, free of all cost or re- 
muneration. 

These were all the new propositions pre- 
sented, and the discussion of them was 
then declared in order. 

Mr. Humphreys asked to have Mr. Lam- 
bie’s report, sent in during last summer, 
read by the Clerk. 

Dr. Sinsabaugh said Mr. Lambie’s system 
would cost about a million of dollars, and 
the whole morning might be consumed in 
3 such matters and no good aceom- 
plis 

Mr. Cohn gave a short account of the 
various systems considered by the Council, 
and stated that while an outfall sewer 
would be best the Council had seen fit to 
reject such a proposition.§ He referred 
to his scheme made public last July, and 
expressed a wish that it had been carried 
out at that time, when it could have been 
done for $250,000. He referred also to the 
last proposition of the West system, and 
said the people would never subinit to being 
taxed a rental for use of a sewer system. 

Maj. E. W. Jones stated that he was there 
for the Chamber of Commerce, but did not 
think it advisable to talk on the subject at 
present until he had heard what was before 
the Council. 

Mr. Cohn, in answer to Mr. Humphreys, 
stated that the Eaton plan had been regu- 
larly adopted by the Council and could not 

improved upon as an outfall sewer, al- 
though it was a very expensive system. 

Mr. Humphreys called on Mr. Eatongto 
see if Mr. Cohn’s statement was correct. 
The maps of Mr. Eaton’s system were then 
brought in, and Mr. Eaton gave an account 
of how it had been prepared. He also stated 
that the sewer could now be built for con- 
siderable less than when he made the esti- 
mate, on account of the lower prices asked 
for bricks. He said the bricks then cost 

per 1000, now they could be bought for 
$20. He said his estimate had been made 
on the basis on the idea of getting the right 
of way for nothing and a bonus of $100,000 
in the bargain.

He said that Los An- 
geles properly drained would be a health 
resort such as could not be surpassed. He 
had lived iu the Riviera, having had offices 


‘Riviera, and these well-known health re- 
sorts had been ruined by the constantly re- 
curring epidemics from the Asiatic cholera. 
To drain Los Angeles could not be possi- 
bly done for anything like the sum men- 
tioned ($1,000,000), In Kngland it cost £2 
per head, but labor cost more here than it 
did in England, and the estimate here 
should certainly not be less than £4 per 
head, or #20 per inhabitant. The work 
should not be done by contract, but should be 
under the supervision of a set of engineers 
especially selected for the purpose or 
the work would be poorly done and the 
sewery would be nothing but an elongated 
cesspool, with any amount of sewer gas 
constantly permeating the atmosphere, and 
so menacing the people instead of relieving 
them.

Sam Jones, the Reverend. 


During the past quarter century a 
vast change has taken place in educa- 
tonal methods. Attractive lessons, 
pleasantly given, have replaced gloomy 
and protracted studies. The same is 
true in regard to religious teachings. 
The long, dry sermons, rigid with hard, 
indigestible doctrinal points and run- 
ning to“ thirteenthly,“ or even further, 
have given way to well rendereu, at- 
tractively prepared statements-of Bible 
truths, illustrated with appropriate an- 
ecdotes and examples. 

The popularizing of religious teach- 
ing has been carried further, during 
the past decade, by such agencies as 
Moody and Sankey and the Salvation 
Army. Many who are unable to ap- 
prove of all the methods adopted by 
these people are cheerfully willing to 
waive their objections, in view of the 
fact that zeal is ever present, and that 
permanent results of a good character 
not infrequently foliow. Moreover, it 
is remembered that Christ himself, 
when speaking to the common peo- 
ple,“ clothed the great truths which 
he inculcated in parabies. 

The success of this method of teach- 

ing has emboldened others to pursue a 
Similar line of action still further—so 
far, indeed, that sensation and slang, 
instead of being utilized as the inci- 
dental spice of a discourse, have be- 
come its main attraction, and the occa- 
sional smile has been replaced by a 
standing grin. The leading exponents 
of this class of religious buffoonery are 
two persons, who each bear the name 
of Samuel—Small and Jones. They 
are each, we believe, regularly or- 
dained ministers of the Methodist 
Church. Mr. Jones is at present in 
this city, and has been drawing almost 
as large andiences as did the last circus 
which appeared here. It should be 
noted, however, that he charges no ad- 
mission fee. 
Mr. Jones’s method, as far as he has 
made it apparent in Los Angeles, isa 
‘very simple one. It is to raise a grin 
on the part of his audience, at any cost. 
To this end, he is willing to sacrifice 
propriety, reverence and courtesy, to 
the great glee of those who go to enjoy 
a free burlesque, and to the deep sor- 
row of all whose most sacred recol- 
lections are associated with the ‘‘sweet 
story of old.“ as reverently learned by 
the knee of a loving mother. We can- 
not believe that such clerical mounte- 
bank business can be productive of 
good. It will excite amusement in the 
minds of the unthinking, disgust in the 
minds of reflective men, but permanent 
conviction—never. 

Koth Messrs. Jones and Small are 
creations of the newspapers, which 
have encouraged their eccentricities 
and continually incited them to outdo 
their previous efforts by publishing 
every fresh piece of irreverential slang 
or incipient blasphemy. which thev 
uttered. The press will probably con- 
tinue to keep them before the public, 
until some more daring exponent of 
the same school shall go a little further, 
and introduce some more striking 
features of the hippodrome. Then 
Messrs. Jones and Small will find 
themselves eclipsed, and will perhaps 
realize, when it is too late, that it was 
not the truths they uttered, but their 
own verbal gymnastics, that attracted 
their hearers. 

The fact that Mr. Jones is capable of 
better things will be palpable to all 
who take the trouble to compare the 
verbatim report ot his discourse, de- 
livered last night, with his previous 
utterances while in this city. The 
force of this sudden and marked ref- 
ormation will be realized when it is 
observed that this discourse is clean, 
decent, reverential, and clothed in 
good, pure English, utterly devoid of 
slang. Whether the fact that Mr. 
Jones was aware of the presence of a 
Times shorthand writer in the audience 
had anything to do with this sudden 
revolution, we are unable to say. In 
any case, we congratulate the gentle- 
man from Georgia on the change, and 
trust that it may prove a permanent 
one. We also congratulate his audi- 
ences.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The correspondence re 
ferred to in President Cleveland’s message, 
transmitted to Congress yesterday and pre- 
senteito the Senate today, opens witha 
letter from Mr. Blacklock, Vice-Consul of 
the United States at Apia, giving a record 
of current events in Samoa trom November 
7th to27th. The substance of these records, 
have been published in the press dispatches 
from time to time. They gave an account 
of the fights between the rival factions, and 
the Vice-Consul’s views on things as they 
transpired from day to day. 

ORDERS TO ADMIRAL KIMBERLY. 

Next are given the following instructions 
to Admiral Kimberly from Secretary Whit- 
ney in a cablegram dated January 11th: 

“Commander Mullah of the Nipsic tele- 
graphs by way of Auckland, N. Z., thata 
force landed at Samoa from the German 
| fleet, which resuited in an engagement be- 

tween the troops of Mataafa and the Ger- 
man forces, and the defeat of the latter. He 
reports that the Germans, in retaliation, 
bombarded the towns, disregarding pro- 
tests and natural rights and that the lives 
and property of American citizens are in 
danger. He strongly urges the sending of 
reinforcements. The German Government 
claims that the German forces were 
first attacked, and that war now exists be- 
tween Germany and that portion of the na- 
tives of Samoa engaged in the attack upon 
the Germans. The German Government 
has invited this Government, in common 
interest, to join in establishing order in 
Samoa, giving assurance of careful respect 
for our rights. The United States Govern- 
ment is willing to codperate in restoring or- 
der in Samoa on the basis of full preserva- 
tion of American treaty rights and Samoan 
autonomy as recoghized und agreed to by 
Germany, Great Britain and the United 
States, and has so informed the German 
Government. You will at once proceed to 
Samoa, and extend full protection and de- 
fense to American citizens and propery: 
You will consult with tue funerican ice- 
Consul, examine his archives, and other- 
wise inform yourselt as to the situation 
and recent occurrences. Protest against 
the subjugation and displacement of 

o native Government of Samoa by Ger- 

any as in violation of the positive agree- 
ment and understanding between the 
treaty powers; but inform the representa- 
tives of the German and British Govern- 
ments of ‘your readiness to codperate in 
causing all treaty rights to be respected, 
and in restoring peace and order on the 
basis of recognition of Samoan rights to 
independence. Endeavor to prevent ex- 
| treme measures against the Samoans, ** 
such arrangements can be made upon that 
basis, you ill report the same for approval. 
and you will inform the Government as 
soon as possible after your arrival in Samoa 
of the condition of affairs and prospect of 
peaceful adjustment, and whether Germany 
was acting impartially between the op 
posing forces when the late conflict oc- 

GERMANY’S COMPLAINT. 

Secretary Bayard has addressed a com- 
munication to Count Arco, German Minis- 
ter, in reply to his statement giving the 
German version of the Samoan difficulty. 
The statement of Count Arco is substan- 
tially as follows: 5 

The German forces landed at Samoa 
after the German commander had given 
notice of his intention to the commanders 
of the American and British men-of-war. 
The reason for landing was that some Ger- 
man plantations were in danger. Upon 
landing the Germans were attacked by the 
Samoans under command of Klein, an 
American citizen, and lost*50 killed and 
wonnded. A state of war was therefore au- 
nounced by Germany, and, as an American 
is alleged to have been in command of the 
attacking Samoan force, Count Arco is in- 
structed to make complaint to the United 
States. The treaty rightsof the United 
States and all the rights of the treaty powers 
shall be respected under all \circumstances. 
‘lhe German Government asks them to 
join in a way to restore calm and quiet. 

BAYARD TO COUNT ARCO. 

In response, Secretary Bayard says he at 
once communicated to Count Arce, on be- 
coming aware of the allegation that the 
Samoan forces were led by zan American 
named Klein, that he had no knowled 
whatever nor reason t believe that Kiein 
was a citizen of the United States, It is 
certain,” continues the Secretary’s letter, 
“that he is not and never bas been in any 
way connected with its public service while 
acting under color or pretense of its author- 
ity. The instructions given to officiais of 
this Government at Samoa bave never de- 
viated from those made public and which 
were wel own to Germany aud Great 
Britain: ‘maintain neutrality in Samoan 
affairs, and continue their action to good 
offices in the maintenance of peace and 
order in these islands and securing protec- 
a for American eitizens and their inter- 
es 


The Secretary says that before he re- 
ceived the German invitation orders had 
been given by the President looking to the 
protection of citizens of the United States’ 
and their property; that it was with entire 
readiness that he accepted the invitation of 
Germany that the United States join in 
active work to restore calm and quiet to 
those islands.” 
The Secretary further says: I received 
also with expressed satisfaction your assur- 
ance of the intention of your Government 
to maintain carefully and respect the treaty 
rights of this Government under all circum- 
stances, and this, as 1 stated to you, neces- 
sarily included respect for the existence of 
Samoan autonomy, which is the basis of 
the three treaties made with the United 
States, Germany and Great Britain, the 
Urst-named being the earliest ia date. The 
protocols of the conference on Samoan 
affairs, held in this eity in the summer of 
1887, by representatives of the United 
States, Germany and Great Britain, will 
disclose that although the conference did 
not produce an agreement as to a complete 
plan of government for that community, 
nevertheless on certain ints all three 
governments coincided. One of these was 
the free election by the Samoans, accord- 
ing to their own will and custom, of a king. 
A REMEDY SUGGESTED. | 
“It would seem most opportune if such 
an election could now practicably be held, 
and 1 feel assured it would do much towards 
ending the turbulent, bitter discontent 
which has led to the shocking internecine 
warfare among these islanders, and has 
finally invoWed them in the deeply-regret- 
able conflicts with the German fore 
which are sincerely deplored by the Unite 
States.

ISTHMUS AFFAIRS. 


Discharged Canal Laborers Likely, 
to Make Tronble. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Adamson, United States 
Consul-General at Panama, on the 2d inst. 
received a communication from the General 
of the Department of Panama stating that, 
although the local government would do all 
in its power to preserve peace and order, it 
feared that disturbances of the public peace 
might follow suspension of work on the 
Panama Canal, whieh suspension is ex- 
pected soon. In transmitting this informa- 
tion to the State Depariment, Adamson 
says: 

‘We appear to be on the verge ofa 
crisis, and results may well be appre- 
hended, Fortunately, there are compara- 
tively few Americans employed upon the 
canal, but those few will surety demand my 
aid. Whatever may occur, I shall do my 
best for the protection of American inter- 
ests here, and hope to merit a continuance 
of the kind support heretofore given to me.” 

The Secretary of State, in his report to the 
President, says: “It will be remembered 
that in 1885 it became necessary for the 
United Stetes to send a sufficient force to 
the Isthmus for the purpose of performing 
their duty under the treaty to suppress dis- 
order at that point.” The President today 
transmitted the correspondence to Congress. 


THE FRUIT UNION. 


Annual Meeting — Report of the 
Year's Work. 

SAN Francisco, Jan. 16.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The fruit growers from all 
parts of the State assembled today at the 
annual meeting of the California Fruit 
Union. President Peptall of Sacramento 
presided. Secretary H. A. Fairbank read 
areport relating to the work of the past 
year. Ile called attention to the establish- 
ment of auction sales of fruit at Chicago, 
and said the plan had proved a great suc- 
cess. Eight hundred and fifty cars of fruit 
were shipped east during the season, ‘The 
organigation was now represented in 27 
counties by 12,658 shares of stock, held by 
409 fruit growers. 

Regarding the kinds of fruit shipped, it 
was said that apricots did much better than 
in the year preceding. Bartlett pears sold 
slow, being received in the East extremely 
green. Peaches sold well; even medium 
sized freestoues are much preferred to large 
clingstones. Prunes and plums did not 
seli as well as last season. Grapes sold re- 
markably low. owing to poor condition, 
Fall and winter pears were iow and did not 
keep well. Late pears sent to the extreme 
Kast did well. 

The prune shipments to Chicago netted 
the- grower 3.5 cents per pound; to New 
Lork, 2.5 cents. Cherries to Minneapolis 
netted 8 cents; to New York, 9.9 cents, 
Peaches to Chicago netted 2.7 cents; to 
Boston, 2.6 cents. Grapes to Boston netted 
5 cents. Nectarines to the same point, 6 
cents. Apricots to Chicago, 3.8 cents; to 
New York, 3.6 cents, 

The special trains made good time, but 
the freight service was unsatisfactory. A 
peace | in making proper arrangements 
so that Bcston and New York may secure.a 
continuous supply of fruit was remarked.

Lion’s Tail. 


Publication of the Indictments in the 
Geffcken Case. 


Sénsational Testimony Given at the 
Parnell Inquiry. 


A Letter from I'xplorer Stanley—Zanz bar Natives 
Massacre German Settlers—Tho Carthasiap 
Monks Offered an Immense Sum for 
the Secret of Their Cordial.

BER, Jan. 16.— [By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.] In accordance with the com- 
mand of Emperor William, Reichs Anzet- 
ger today publishes the indictment that was 
found against Prof. Geffcken, in order that 
the people may be enabled to form their 
own judgment regarding the administra- 
tion of justice in Germany. Prof.Geffcken’s 
letters, which are appended to the indict- 
ment, cover the period of 1875 to 1887, and 
are marked throughout by hostile criticism 
of Bismarck and his policy. Morier is 
frequently mentioned in the course of the 
correspondence, the references to him 
showing that he was in the confidence of 
the writers. Prince Bismarck has submitted 
to the Bundesrath all documents used dur- 
ing the judicial inquiry. 

NReichsunzeinger also pudlishes Prince 
Bismarck’s report to Emperor William, in 
which he points out the necessity for pub- 
lishing the indictment in order to counter- 
act the effect of misrepresentations of home 
and foreign journals, which, he says, aim 
at representing the public prosecutor and 
imperial tribunal as being partial and in- 
spired with a desire for persecution. 

The indictment says that Geffcken ad- 
mitted that it was unlikely that Empress 
Frederick would have given permission to 
publish the diary. The indictment also says 
that Prof. Geffeken confessed that he be- 
lieved that Emperor Frederick would not 
bave given him the diary if he had thought 
it would be published. Prof. Geffeken 
made extracts from the diary for his own 
use, never thinking that the Emperor 
would die before himself.
